Wilmington, Charlotte and Rutherford
Rail Roard.

We wero glad to see so large ameeting of
the Siockholders of the Wilmington, Char-
lotte and Rutherford Railroad assembled
in the City Hall on yesterday, the proceed-
ings of which we give i another column.
The mere fact thatso many gentlemen have
left their homes in this husy season and in
the prevailing scarcity of money, demon-
strates the interest felt in the suceess and
completion of this great work.

The report of the President and Direc-
tors, read to the meecting, inakes a flat-
tering ,exhibit of the earnings of their un-
finished road. The exhibit, says the report,
¢¢js particularly encouraging. The road
has never, yet, been able to reach ecither of
its termini, or even the rich producing
countdy which it was designed to develop.
It starts on the bank of the river, aud ends
in the woods. It was left, Ly the results of
the war, in a condition of almost total de-
struction. The little rolling <tock which
had escaped seizure or conflagration, was
worn down by long and hard usage ; and,
yet, without the slightest outside assistance,
it is enabled to exhibit a clecar profit of
859,000 from the operations of the past
twelve months. This speaks volumes as to
what the value of the road will be when com-
pleted.” .

The report gives a succinet and econecise
statement of the present urgent embarrass-
ments, and the canses which have produ-
ced them, and the coneclusion arrived at is,
that from one bundred to one hundred and
fifty thoasand Jdollars will be abundantly
sufficient to relieve the Company of all em-
barrassments, and place it in the full career
of successful operation. We most certainly
agree with the report in believing that,
rather than let this geeat work languish, the
people of Wilmington alone, had better
raise the money. It would Lo consulting
the true interests of our city.

In reference to the financial condition of
the Road, and the means recommended to
raise the amount necessary to complete the
work, we quote from the report as follows :

*The total amonnt of currency required of us,
then, will be as follows
To pay the debt due the &
To pay all other debts,. . .........
To complete the entire Ioad,. ..

Making a total of . ..............83,500,000 00
Which we propose to raise by an issue of bonds to
the amount of four millions of dollars, secured by a
firstand only mortgageupon a road, worthiin pres-
ent currcncy, over eight millions of dollars, and all
of its rights, privileges and property. Wo have
reason to believe that the Company’s bhonds, thus
secured, will readily scli for more than eighty cents
on the dollar, payable in curreney and material ;
and this wounld eitvct a =aving of cight hundred
thousand dollars to the Company, and seeure the
early completion of the road. Bat toaccomplish this,
we must approach the capitalizts of the North with
pertectly elean hands. {1 State must, therefore,
consent to assume the position of socond mort-
gagee, until such time as the moncey can be vealized
to pay our indebtedness to her. We recommend
that an application to this end be made to ihe
next General Assembly.”

Never were a people so much interested
in the completion of a public work than
are the people of this ecity in that of
the Wilmington, Charlotte & Tutherford
Railroad. Upon the completion of this great
work, and the connection between Fayette-
ville and some point on the North Carolina
Railroad, the futuro of Wilmington is prin-
cipally dependent, 1f our city is to grow
and prosper, and if North Carolina pro-
ducts are to seck thie murkets of the world
through her own seaports, it must be (Jdone
by the completion of these State
We trust, therefore, the recommoendation
of the President and Directors that the
permission of the General Assembly be ob-
tained, to make a morigage of all its pro-
perty, reserving to the State the rvichts of
a second morfgcee, may
securing relief to the Company and funds
for its early completion. A proposition so
evidently advantagcous to the State and
the Road could hardly fail to mect the fa-
vor of the Legislature.

*‘ That this Road must be completed, and that
at no distant day, is an obvicus necessity - ne-
cesgity to the counties through which it passes,

to the City of Wilmington, and to the State of
North Carolina. Itis the only traly North Caro-
lina Road which ever was chiartered’; because it is
intended, not only to develop the resourees of
North Carolina, but to carry them to the markets
of the worlu through her own scaports : thus en-
riching her own citizens, increasing her own
wealth, swelling her own list of exports, adding to
her own commercial prosperity and commercial
importance, and advancings her to that position in
the sisterhood of States, which the rich gifts of
nature scattered throv gh her entire border, so
clearly show that she is entitled to. And to the
City of Wilmington, it is far more valuable than
all the other railroads of the Stato put together., —
Unless it is completed at an early day, this com-
munity—so enterprising and so liberal in zll that
concerns the public improvement—this communi-
ty has no future which will exceed, or gven coni-
pare with its past,

* During the past year, ihis Road, incomplete
and unfinished as it 1s, has contributed, directly
and indirvectly, fully one-half of the business of
this city. This is but an earnest of what it will
accomplish. A glauce at the map will show that
it passes through the very richest portions of the
Btate of North Carolina: and the statement annex-
ed, compiled from the census of 1860, will conyvinee
even the most skeptical thar it must, necessarily,
continue to furnish the most valuable contribu-
tions to the business of the place, and become. in
every gense, an exceedingly profitable investment.
The population of those counties cannot possibly
consume more than one-half of their products.——
Allowing a fair proportion to seek other outlets to
market, the remainder, at one-third of the rates
of freight which are now charged, will furnish
your Road, at the very moment of its com letion,
with an annual income excecding one ion of
dollars. And when the country through which it
passes shell have been fully developed, and it shall
stretch its long arms, by means of connections
now waiting for it, through the rieh valleys of
Tennessee and Kentucky, to the Ohio and the
Mississippi, it will rival the very best paying roads
in all of the Northern States of tliec Union. ‘Lhat
such aroad, involving such all-important interests,
80 boundless in its future, must be built, we say,
38 & necessity.”

The frequency and character of outrages
perpetrated in certain portions of this
county require immediate and vigorous ac-
tion on the part of our people.

Our columns lately furnished
an account of & peaceable citizen being
fired atin the same neighborhood while
ridingalongthe public road, theball passing
through his hat; and day before yesterday
we published an accountof themost horrible
marder which has ever occurred in this
county, which, also, was in this same dis-
frict. Thesethings assuredly require the
most vigorous efforts of the people to sup-

venge, these criminals, emboldened by a
feeling of security, will, indecd, becomie a
terror to the country.  We hardly believe
that any sickly fecling exists in regard to
the proper measures being adopted for fear
of the disfavor of the Government, through
the apgents of the Burean.

Wilmington & Weldon Railroad.

We have received a card from a number
of passengers on the Wilmington and Wel-
don Railroad, coming South on Friday last,
the 26th inst., giving a detailed account of
alleged carelessness, resulting almost in a
collision and loss of life. The facts as re-
ported to us are as follows :

The passenger train was coming South
on schedule time, and upoun coming round
a curve, a train going North burst suddenly
in sight. All measures to stop the train,
then running at the rate of twenty-five miles
per hour, were taken by the Engineer, Con-
ductor and Breakmen, in which they were
assited by the passengers. The passengers
in this card to us, complain that the En-
gineer on the train going North, which
consisted of twelve or fifteen cars loaded
with cross ties, did not reverse his engine,
but simply drew up. When the trains were
stopped, buta few yards remained between
them. The card exonerates those in charge
of the Passenger Train, but urges upon
the attention of the President and Direc-
tors, the carelessness of those who had
charge of the other train, which came near
resulting in a terrible aceident and the sac-
rifice of life. We feel assured that this
complaint will insure the patient and care-
ful investigation of the officersof the road,

THE OASE BEFORE THE GOVERNOR.

Governor Swann's Remarks _The Response
to the Charge Preferred _The Jurisdic-

tion Denied _Withdrawal of Council —
Witnesses Summoned, &e.

Reported for the Baltimore Bun.

Messrs, Schley and Latrobe, the counsel for the
committee of Conservative citizens appointed to

REMARES OF GOVEENOER SWANN.

The Governor being informed that all the par-
ties were present, rose and said :

GENTLEMEN—A memorial has been handed to
me, signed by 4,357 citizens of Baltimore, com-
plaining of the action of the police commissioners
of Baltimore city in respect to the late municipal
election, and making certain charges, a copy of

police on Thursday last, and stating at the same
time, that the aflidavits would be open to their in-
spection from that time until to-day, when the
whole matter would be taken up and investigated.
I also made a similar communication to the com-
wittee of citizens.
Before taking up the case of the police commis-
sioners, assigned for to-day, I would avail myself
of the oceasion to remurk that I have seen it sta-
ted in some of the morning papers thatthe Gover-
unor of the State had proposed a compromise with
the commissioners of pu{icc. It is due to me to
suy that I have made no compronnse, nor have I
authorized any one to do so 1n my behalf. Two
of the most respectible citizens of Baltimore,
Messrs. O'Donneill and Deford, called upon the
commissioners of police in order to suggest te
thew the propriety of divesting the orgamzation
of whut may be considered its partizan character,
by giving to the other side one judge and one
clerk in cach election precinet, This :rl’u':}' did up-
on their own responsibility,
When I find it necessary to examine into the
conduct of a State oflicer, I shalldo it in the shape
of instructions, commanding them to obey the
laws, it they have violated them. I can mako no
comproniise of the laws of the State, which I am
bonnd to see carrvied out in the interest of every
citizen.
I would also remark here, as I see tho press so
lurgely represented, both at home and abroad,
that enforts are being made to conneet the Gover
nor of the State with rebels and rebel sywmpathi-
zers. 1 have becn an uncompromising supporter
of the Union from the commencement of the war
down to the present moment, and have suffered,
periuaps, as mwuch as most Union men in the main-
tenance of my principles. 1 am in favor of a
prompt reconstruction of the States upon the ba-
sls of loyalty.
I canuot recognize that any State is out of the
Union, and I am opposed to forcing negro sutfrage
and negro equality upon an unwilling people in
any State without its consent. For this diffcrence
of opinion I am denounced as a rebel sympathizer
and a traitor. I deem it my duty simpiy to no-
tice another fact before this investigation has been
entered upon, before the testimony in the ease of
the police commissioners has been duly consider-
ed, or any intimation guthoratively given as to
what my judgment may be.  Military Organiza-
tions are being inaugurated in the ecity of Balti-
more to oppose the anticipated action of the Gov-
e¢rnor, and, I regret to say, threats have been held
out of invasion of the State «f Maryland by par-
ties living beyond our limits. The parties cnga-
ged in this eftort to excite tho people of Baltinere
1n the interest of resistance to the laws of the
¥tate must be aware that they take upon them-
solves & respounsibility for which the: will be held
to a sirict accountability at the proper time.
L shall take up this case, gentiemen, if T know
myself, without prejudice, and with entire freedom
from all political or partizan bias. I ask only that
the laws of this 8 ate shall be vespected, and this
I am bound, as its chief officer, to insist upon.
